They are not 
quite bold enough to venture upon the 
despotic measure of disfranchising a 
whole people, by way of forfeiture of 
civil rights for the pretended offense of 
treason, of which none of them have 
been convicted, or can be, beeanuse they 
have been pardoned by the President, 
with the authorization of an aet of 
(‘opgress, W hich pardon they know 
makes the offense as if it had never been, 
and annuls all possible disqualifications 
that were its penalties, 

To disfranchise a par§ of the whites, 
with the ignominious acquiescence of 
the residue, and to virtually annul the 
votes of the residue, by those of the ne- 
yroes, was the only practicable or even 
possible mode of effecting the leading 
purpose. The new governments thus 
receive their validity from the assent of 
the mass of the population, the whites 
really only registering the edicts of Con- 
Cress, induced to accept, this base office 
ly their eagerness to be relieved from 
the galling yoke of Military Despotism, 
which they will be made to feel, if neces- 
sary to secure their prompt acquiescence, 
iy a few extra turns of the screw.

NEw AMERICA: by WILLIAM HeEpP- 
with Dixon.—We have seen this book 
both praised and condemned; and 
Messrs. BLELOCK & Co., to whem we 
owe it, anticipate, we think, that we 
shall berate it soundly. We found the 
book much more wertby of praise, The 
writer is an Englishman, and to some 
extent looks upon slavery and the late 
contest of North and South, with En- 
glish, that is, somewhat prejudiced eyes.

As a moral or im- 
moral phenomenon of the present day, the rise 
and progress of Morrnonism is without a parel- 
lel; and when in addition are considered the 
Shaker celibatists, the erratic Spiritualists, and 
the Bible C Munists, all of Which are free] 
discussed writer of New America,” it 
becomes a difficult problem to determine what 
combination of these discordant but powerful 
elements is to form the ruling power in ih- 
end. What with the native American, the 
Irish, Scottish, English and German e:mizrants, 
the red Indian, the Chinese and the negro, 
there is material enough for thougnt and specu- 
lation. 


The book will both be found interest- 
ing and instructive. It is gossippy, racy 
and shrewd; hits the Northerners pretty 
hard in places, and hits us, also, good 
humorediy. We may easily profit by 
some of its ideas, and shall certainly 
not be harmed, or even angered by any- 
thing the Author says. His remark that 
the Southern banner ‘‘ gleamed only over 
men who had armed to defend a cause, 
in which they found much glory and felt 
no shame,’’ would atone for graver faults 
than the book contains.
